nerves are studied, Evon tho most trifling 
operation may call for knowlodo of this kind 
for its safe accomplishment. 
Without it tho 


man who essays operations will be liable to 
tho most torriblo accidents, and tho history 
ot surgery is full of them, with tho conse- 
quent destruction of life resulting from the 
lack ot familiarity with tho structure of the 
human body." 


''Does the prejudice against dissection pre- 


vent tho acquirement of those facts by all tho 
students?" 


"To be sure it doeffi 
It makos the supply of 


subjects limited and their cost fifgh. Thus it 
happens that tho poor students are not able 
tO'gain this knowledge. Tiioro is another 
mutter of much more importance to tho stu- 
dents, and, to my mind, the public generally. 
Every young doctor must perform his first 
operation, aad as mattoi-s now aro he usually 
does this upon n. living tody. Nor, as many 
people tondly imagine, is it performed in quo 
of our largo hospitals—not on tho body of a 
"pauper whom nobody owns," but upon 
tho quivering 
flesh 
of 
one 
who 


loves and is loved. Far bettor it would bo- 
to give all tho unclaimed bodios throughout 
tho atato to tho colleges so that each young 
doctor may learn the slxips, and in tho dis- 
sccticg-room learn tho clangors to bo avoided. 
Thero is not an experienced surgeon in tho 
laud who, if callo^i upon to perform an opor- 
tion now to him would not gladly avail him- 
self of tho opportunity of examining wjth 
special thought the cadaver. 
I'his being 


true, tho importance of such training to 
those just entering tho racks of the profes- 
sion can hardly bo overestimated." 


"It would seom, then, that tho more people 


stand in tho way of th eir own good and hurt 
themselves as much as the doctors by with- 
holding subjects from tho schools?" 


"More, I should say, and it is by the recog- 


nition of tho benefits resulting that the deep- 
seated prejudice against dissection 
will 


finally bo overcome. 


"No persons aro more interested in furnish- 


ing the subjects than tho rnou and women 
who will intrust themselves to tho care of 
tbo 3'ouug men • now fitting
